CHAPTER 125. 

AN A1.7f to provide for the collection of special 
assessments upon the property of corpora-
tions. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Whenever in any city in this eltergitinnIP 
state, under the charter provisions thereof, or ItP 
tinder any any general law of this state, a special (41I,V°rI4).  
assessment against property subject to such 
special assessment shall have been duly or-
dered and made, and any such property shall be 
owned or operated by any corporation, organ-
ized under general or special laws of this state, 
or under franchises granted to it by any mu-
nicipal corporation cif this state, a certified 
statement of the amount of such assessment 
and the time when ordered may be signed by 
the city clerk and certified by him ander tl;e 
seal of the city as having been duly and legally 
made, and upon the filing of such certificate in 
the office of the clerk of the circuit court of 
the county in which such property is located. 
the same shall be a lien upon the property of 
any such corporation in such county and may 
be foreclosed by action in such court in the 
Same manner as liens of mechanics and others 
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Certified state-
ment of lien to 

-be prima facie 
evidence. 

upon real property may be foreclosed in such 
court. 

SECTION 2. The certified statement of such 
lien so filed by the city clerk and signed and 
sealed as aforesaid, shall be prima facie •evi-
dence of the legality and correctness of all 
prior proceedings in the matter of such assess-
ment and of the legality and validity of such 
assessment. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.
